The Indian war.—The latest information 
of the hostile operations on the North 
Western {rontier, is contained in the fullow- 
ing letter: 

Belleville, (1ll.) June 29, 1832. 

Some of our troops have just come hack. 
Three of my near neighbors have been 
killed in an affiay with a party of Indians, 
on the 22d inst. near the camp at Dixon's 
Ferry. The number of Indians engaged 
was about 80; whites 40 

Two other engagements have taken place: 
about 20 of our men killed. 1 fear we snall 
have a long and bloody war. We expect 
hourly to hear of a general engagement. 
The army were near Black Hawk. 

Quite a number of our citizens have been 
killed—say about 70. 

Diy weather. Wheat fine in our coun- 
try. Corn crops yet look badly A good 
rain would make thousands of bushels of 
corn. 

There are accounts of several skirmishes 
of earlier date. It is stated that General 
Dodge had charged upon a party of Sac 
Indians, and killed and *scalped them all, 
who had previously killed six men belong- 
ing to Fort Hamilton. Gen. Dodge had 


severely. Thistouk place June 16th. A 
party of 275 Sioux and other friendly In- 
diaos, and 30or 40 Winnebagoes had join- 
ed Gen. Dodge. They were all very anx- 
ious to obtain Sac scalps. 

On the 17th Capt. Stephenson with 12 
men, had a severe contest with a party, and 
six or eight Indians were killed.—Jb.
